6. (Amended) Apparatus for binding wire around an 

object, comprising: 

a feed member for feeding said wire, said feed member 

including a driven feed wheel for feeding and stretching said 

wire, said feed wheel being arranged upstream of the object to 

be bound, and 

separate measuring means for continuously measuring 
the length of said wire fed by said feeding member whereby said 
measuring means does not feed said wire.
